Washington. June 20.—An isthmian 
canal, while not yet absolutely assur-j 
ed. la nearer to construction than it 
ever has been. The senate yesterday 
by a majority of eight votes adopted 
the Spooner substitute for the Hep­ 
burn Nicaragua canal bill, the vote on 
the substitute being 42 to 34. 
After 
two amendments to the measure had 
been adopted, one providing for a com­ 
mission to supervise the construction 
of the canal and the other providing 
for the issuance of $ 130,000,000 of 2 per 
cent gold bonds to raise money with 
which to construct the waterway, it 
was passed by a vote of 67 to 6. 
It had been evident for several days 
that the Spooner substitute, which in 
brief provides that the president shall 
select the Panama route if he can ob­ 
tain a clear title to the Panama Canal 
company's property, but otherwise he 
shall adopt the Nicaragua route, would 
com maud the votes of a majority of 
the senate. 
The Panama route was 
considered more desirable by the sen­ 
ate than the Nicaragua route. 
The 
only question left open is the title 
to the property, and that the president 
will determine if 
the house should 
adopt the senate’s amendments to its 
bill. 
The Spooner amendment as amend­ 
ed and adopted by the senate, provides j 
that the prti-iri* nt through the law of­ 
ficers of the government shall deter­ 
mine whether a clear title can be ob­ 
tained of the Panama company’s prop­ 
erty. rights and concessions, 
lf he 
shall be satisfied that such title can 
be obtained he shall purchase the prop­ 
erty, rights and concessions for $4",. 
0»n,OOO. if in his opinion, a clear title 
cannot be obtained, he shall proceed 
to construct an isthmian canal by the 
Nicaragua route. 
The bill further provides that a com­ 
mission of seven shall he appointed 
by the president to supervise the work 
and to make auy arrangements for ail 
the details of it. It also provides that 
gold bonds to the sum of $130,000,000 
bearing 2 per cent interest shall be 
issued to raise money with which to 
construct the canal.

LYNCHING MAY FOLLOW 


Residents 
of That 
Locality 
Are 
Aroused By a Series of Brutal 
Saloon Murders. 


It Is Thought This Recent Crime Is 
Due to Same Cause aud Feeling 
Is High. 


A startling estimate was made today 
by Secretary Wilson of the United 
Mine Workers of America, who says 
that the supply of anthracite and bi­ 
tuminous coal above ground would not 
last for three months if there should 
be a general suspension of work in 
the mines. 
The supply is even now 
running short, although the bitumi­ 
nous 
operators 
are

ers should order a general strike in 
support of the anthracite men at the 
national convention, to be held here 
July 17, the vast industrial ma* hlnery 
of the nation might be completely tied 
up by fall, providing the miners were 
able to prevent others from taking out 
the coal. 
Not an engine could turn 
a wheel. 
Commerce generally would 
be suspended. The possibilities grow­ 
ing out of a general suspension of 
work among the mines are appalling, 
even at a casual glance. 
Therefore 
the convention that will ue held here 
will be the most important labor con­ 
ference ever held, and all eyes will be 
turned toward its proceedings with 
anxiety, 
it is believed, however, that 
an effort will be made by President 
Mitchell, Secretary Wilson and other 
officials to prevent a general strike, 
but the miners are In such a frame of 
mind that it will be dangerous for 
them to come together. 


Sullivan, Ini., June 20.—The body of 
George Clarke, a farm hand, was found 
in the woods near Adams’ saloon in 
Turman township of Sullivan county, 
yesterday afternoon. 
The body was 
horribly mutilated and was practically 
cut to pieces. 
A horrible murder has 
been committed, the particulars of 
which are not known.
